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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4,7-14,17-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
cited does not anticipate nor teach in combination the following limitations: 

• Boddy et al (6,919,796) although disclosing a mirror housing and two mirror 
reflection portions 120 and 122 encompassing a substantial periphery of each 
other, Boddy et al fails to teach the combination of a mirror housing, a mirror, a 
turn indicator light and separate position light mounted in the housing in positions 
separate from the mirror and projecting light outwardly from the vehicle body in a 
forward direction, the mirror housing including a first lens covering the turn 
indicator light, a second lens covering the position light, where in the first lens is 
larger than the second lens and wherein a side of the first lens abuts against a 
side of the second lens so that a substantial part of peripheries of the first and 
second lenses adjoin each other; 

• Henion et al (2005/0190465) although teaching a mirror housing with a first and 
second reflective elements encompassing a substantial periphery of each other 
32,36, Henion fails to teach the combination of a mirror housing, a mirror, a turn 
indicator light and separate position light mounted in the housing in positions 
separate from the mirror and projecting light outwardly from the vehicle body in a 
forward direction, the mirror housing including a first lens covering the turn 
indicator light, a second lens covering the position light, where in the first lens is 
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larger than the second lens and wherein a side of the first lens abuts against a 
side of the second lens so that a substantial part of peripheries of the first and 
second lenses adjoin each other; 
• Pastrick (2002/0126497) although teaching a mirror housing including a mirror 
assembly including an emergency illuminating assembly having two separate 
lenses abutting against each other (1 30,160, fig 23), Pastrick fails to teach the 
combination of a mirror housing, a mirror, a turn indicator light and separate 
position light mounted in the housing in positions separate from the mirror and 
projecting light outwardly from the vehicle body in a forward direction, the mirror 
housing including a first lens covering the turn indicator light, a second lens 
covering the position light, where in the first lens is larger than the second lens 
and wherein a side of the first lens abuts against a side of the second lens so 
that a substantial part of peripheries of the first and second lenses adjoin each 
other;
